done, said the president, it seems to me 
there is no occasion for the Republicans of 
this country to fear the issue with their 
knowledge of the progrers that has been 
made in the last four years, with their adop- 
tion of progressive principles indicated in 
their platform of 1908, and in the proposals 
of the administration since that time. 

They must. if they would serve the coun- 
try well,-discriminate between what is really 
progressive and useful and what fe utterly 
ateveriance with sound, constitutional gov- 
ernment and economic policy.”’ 


Defends Stand on Tariff. 
The president then gave a comprehensive 
review of the achievements of his admin- 
istration, dwelling particularly on the tariff. 
The Democratic party, he said, had mis- 


taken the results of the 1910 election and 


had inferred from its victory that the United 
States must abandon the principle of pro- 
tection and set up that of tariff for rev- 
enue only. 

“The election of 1910 was not a declara- 
tion in favor Of a tariff for revenue or free 
trade,“ he said. Thies is shown by the 
fact that the Democratic vote was less 
rather than greater than it had been in 
the. presidential election. 

The defeat of the Republican party came 
not from an increase in Democratic votes 
but from 4 defection of Republican votes, 
i. e., of its own members, who stayed at 
home and refused to stand by the party in 
what they regarded as a failure to redeem 
its pledges.” 

The president admitted that the wool sched- 
ule, the cotton schedule, and possibly others 
of the Payne-Aldrich law were too high, 
but said unscientific revision was a much 
greater evil than a delay in securing real 
revision.

Mr. Marble pointed out that a number of 
railroads connecting with Chicago are in- 
volved in the controversy relating to the Chi- 
cago river. Mr. Lorimer insisted the rail- 
road companies did not initiate the oontro- 
versy, but that it originated with the Mc- 
Cormicks. 

Mr. Marble sald that in the first hearing 
before the engineers over the matter, the 
International Harvester company did not 
press its views, but that the . distriet 
did. 

Mr. Lorimer said he did not 655 whether 
that was true or not, that was about the time 
the McCormick family and Tun TripuNnE Mo- 
Cormick family were taking an interest in 
the matter. From that time on he thought 
Mr. Isham Randolph would do anything Tus 
TRIBUNE and the McCormicks Wanted him 
to do. Mr. Marble called attention to a re- 
port showing that the sanitary district would 
profit financially if this branch were closed. 

Mr. Lorimer said he did not understand 
that Mr. Robert R. McCormick of Tun Tris- 
UNE had any connection with the Interha- 
tional Harvester company, or any financial 
interest in it. He claimed, however, that Mr. 
McCormick was very friendly with his 
relatives who do own the International 
Harvester company, or who own a lafge in- 
terest in it, and who did own the McCormick 
company.”

Opposed to Meeting Funk. 

Mr. Lorimer said the day of his election and 
the day subsequent en his part was rather a 
time of good feeling between him and those 
theretoforé opposed to him.

Under Mr. Mortimer’s supervision the 
Michigan Southern depot and the Grand 
Pacific hotel were rebuilt after the fire. The 
firm also constructed the Kendall block, the 
Union Park Congregational church, Third 
Presbyterian church, Grace Episcopal 
church, Calumet building, Rookery building, 
Home Insurance bullding, Montauk building, 
and First National Bank building. The 
last two once stood on the old postofflee site. 
The Montauk building is said to have been 
Chicago's firet skyscraper.

Doctor Caught Alleged Thief. 

Dr. Kranz chased and captured Duffy and 
turned him over to Patrolman Kapps, who 
took him to Capt. Kandzia's office. I told 
the captain, said the doctor, the man had 
robbed me, and after he had talked to Kapps 
and Duffy and me he said to book Duffy on a 
charge of disorderly conduct.” 

The doctor said that the following dey he 
asked the captain over the telephone to have 
the charge changed to larceny.

For years the application of motor wagons

Vaguely it was understood that a new 
era in transportation was approaching, but 
the compelling power of it was either ignored 
er overlooked. 

Today the situation is far different. There 
are now few who do not perceive that me- 
ebanica) road haulage has a commercial sig- 
gifcance which is even more important than 
transportation by rail or water. In its social 
end industrial aspect it is much more inti- 
mately related to public life than either. 


Freight Road Motors in Future. 

The vulgar opinion of the motor wagon’s 
one is that the machine will achieve its 
final purpose when it has largely replaced 
draft animels @ the. centers of population. 
Men of imagination and large business ex- 
perience, however, predict the quick ap- 
proach of the period when the volume of 
money invested in freight road motors will 
gurpass that which is represented by rail- 
posed rolling stock. They further believe 
that the area to be served by these modern 
road freighters will be incalculably greater 
than that served by railroads. 

The absorption of the great bulk of draft 


animal transportation by motors in all cities 


and towns throughout the country is inevi- 
table. The well established economy of the 
machine in a variety of services too numer- 
ous to mention justifies such a statement. 
The formidable character of some of the me- 
ehanical installations abundantly confirms 
it.

It is the conspicuous merit of the motor 
Wagon that it not only accomplishes work 
now allotted to draft animals but creates 4 
traffic of its own beyond the sphere in whith 
horses can be economically operated. This 
expansion of service area affords sound foun- 
dation for the belief that one of the moet log- 
ical developments in motor wagon transpor- 
tation is that the machines will act as feeders 
to fixed rail lines. : 

In this connection it is interesting to recall 
that nearly all the great railway systems in 
England make liberal use of the road motor 
in drawing both freight and passengers to 
main and branoh lines. The practice is six 


years old and decidedly successful. 


Displace Coast Line Freighters. 


Another interesting circumstance will give 
point to the wonderful possibilities of motor 
wagon transportation in a field beyond the 
capacity of horses and railroads. A group of 
powerful financiers in Great Britain, headed 
by Lord Ardilaun, the brewer, finding coast- 
wise vessel shipment of merchandise both 
slow and gxpensive,-about three years ago 
proposed the establishment and operation of 
a fleet of 1,000 motor wagons o effect speedier 
deliveries with less cost. 

It was apparent that the road motors would 
reduce the number of handlings of merchan- 
dise from 6 to 2; that the routes would be 
more direct; that customers would be more 
promptly served, and that a constant volume 
of business awaited the machines of three 
ton rating which it was planned to put into 
commission. ; 

That this grpat enterprise did not mature 
was not because of its impracticability, but 
because of the difficulty in obtaining so many 
machines of one type from one manufactur- 
ing. concern and the obstacles in the way 
raising the required capital at a time 
severe financial depression.

Economical Housekeeping 


How Shall We Get Our Fats? 


~ BY JANE EDDINGTON. 

UTTER fat or butterine, lard or beef drip- 
pings, bacon fat or chicken, oil or the 
newest patent, what shall we use. in our 
cooking? Shall it he a little of all, or are 

* some of these things not at all fo our 
taste? 

Butter long ago assumed a very decorative 
place on our tables, and still seemed indispens- 
able in our cooking, and yet there are ways 
of getting on without it or at least confining 
ourselves to it for table use only. How we do 
this will depend upon our fat tastes. 

Bacon fat which always seems 30 abundant 
from a little cooked hag long been used in a 
great number of ways, even for shortening in 
corn bread, and lately a woman Las recorded 
the fact that her husband had become curious to 
know why her cornbread was so universally 
good. The reason she declares to be that she 
uses chicken fat in making it and has equal suc- 
cess with this fat in making spice cake, devil's 
food, etc. Sid declares it is better than butter 
for some. things. 
— ™ 

For deep fat frying a great many cooks like 
to use equal parts of rendered suet, lard, and 
chicken or turkey fat. For pan frying bacon 
fat, beef drippings and suet are considered by 
most people far better than lard unless one has 
that which is home rendered. 

It is easy to get the leaves of pig fat and 
try it out, at a saving of quite a number of 
cents per pound, and with the great satisfaction 
of knowing just what the product is you are 
using. The only objection to trying this out is 
the odor, which is very sickening to some 
ple. The caring for the kettle afterwards has 
also been an objection, but if a good big lump of 
washing soda is used the washing will no longer 
seem a bugbear. The part left over is much 
liked by some men, especially if well seasoned. 
If it is not liked without being extended, being 
rather heavy with fat even after the process is 
complete, it is sometimes cooked in a cornmeal 
mush and is good eaten hot or cold. To make 
quite a primitive dish out of it eat with mo- 
lasses, 


When a meat stock is made and allowed to 
col the cake of fat should always be made the 
best use of, but When it is to be used the 
same day it is always wisest’ to cut off 
the fat from the meat. beforé it is cooked and 
to remove the marrow from the bone for some 
ohe of its many uses. Some people consider 
that the fat of the marrow makes an unexcelled 
shortening. It the fat is not cut off the meat 
there are likely to be great globules of grease on 
top of the soup and not even tissue paper will 
completely remove these. When so removed, of 
course, the fat is wasged unless the paper is 
kept for the greasing of pans. — 


As to the rendering of suet, It is far better 
to render it in the oven, although some people 
prefer to try it out In water. Perhaps the fat 
may be more completely extracted in this way, 
but the saving is tnconsiderable. Of course, it 
must be closely watched and must be carefully 


strained. A beautiful nice white cake may be. 


obtained in this way. Some people wipe this 
and put it away in a paper bag, unless 
have immediate use for it. 

Miss Barrows in her “ Principles of Cookery ” 
has the following to say: “ Fat—To Try Out and 
Clarify — Out the fat—beef suet or flank fat 
in small pieces, removing skin and bits of lean 
meat. Cover with cold salted water and leave 
r Drain off the 
water and if possible soak again and drain. 
Cook slowly in moderate oven or in upper part 
of the double boiler till the fat has melted 
the scraps are crisp, but not brown. Strain and 
cool, Slices of raw potato or pieces of c 
cooked in the fat before straining will absorb 
any impurities.” —

HEATING AND VENTILATION OF 

THE ONE ROOM SCHOOL 

IN THIS CLIMATE. 

HH one room school generally 
stands exposed to the wind. Its 
walls should be well insulated and 
its windows well chinked and pro- 

. Vided with storm sashes. There 
should be deadening beneath the floor, 
because at best the floor will be cold. 
The temperature of the room must not 
go above 68 degrees, and the wet bulb 
must stand as high as 56 degrees. The 
room must be blown out by opening the 
doors at least three times during each 
day, and the children must come from 
play into a room with a temperature of 
60 degrees. 

We will assume that the room is heat- 
ed by a stove located toward the center. 
The stove must be jacketed so that 
air flows between the jacket and the hot 
iron wall. It must be set close to the 
floqr and be provided with perforations 
in the jacket to suck in cold air from 
the floor zone and warm it up. Fresh 
air should be taken through pipes which 
lead from underneath the house to the 
jacket and space around the stove. These 
ducts should be provided with dampers. 


~o- 

Outlets provided with dampers should 
open through the roof or into an unused 
attic, where there is one. At least one 
outlet should be around the stovepipe to 
get the lift of the heat in the pipe as a 
means of emptying the foul air from the 
room. If it is necessary to economize 
fuel some of the fresh air can be brought 
in through a tube within or alongside the 
stovepipe so as to use some of the waste 
heat of the smoke to preheat the fresh air. 

In order to moisten the air the upper 
part of the stove should be occupied by 
a water pan several feet square, The 
water must be near the boiling point. 
Gallo must be evaporated each day— 
say ten to twenty—enough to keep the 
humidity over 40. 


To clean the ale. cheesecloth filters 
should be placed in the intake pipes, 
These consist of two frames arranged 
like ay embroidery frame. Into this 
frame a fresh piece of cheesecloth can be 
inserted. 

The standards for country school ven- 
tilation are: 

Temperature, 68 degrees, 

Foot zone temperature, 65 degrees. 

Wet bulb temperature, 56 degrees. 

Clean air. 

Clean floor.

. LL treasure trove in the United King- 
dom is claimed by the crown, and this 
ancient law, Which dates from old 
Roman times, has been the source of 
innumerable lawsuits, which have al- 

most inveriably resulted in favor of the 
crown. 

The latest instance of the kind is the dis- 


pute between the treasury and the Duke of 


Northumberland with regard to the owner- 
ship of a number of valuable coins, dating 
from the first, second, and third centuries 
of the Christian era, found in the manor of 
Corbridge, on the Scottish border, and of 
which the Karls and Dukes of Northumber- 
land have, since the days of King John, been 
lords. 
a — 

The coins are some 300 in number, and are 

now in the possession of the coroner of the 
county of Northumberland, by whom they 
were claimed in the name of the crown when 
found, and who is holding them, pending the 
decision of the suit now in progress between 
the duke and the Areasury. 
„The duke is quite ready to abandon the 
coins in question to the crown, but has 
brought suit mainly for the purpose of estab- 
lishing his right, as lord of the manor of 
Corbridge, to all treasure found there in the 
past. 

This, taken in conjunction with the fact 
that he has expressed his willingness to 
make a present to the crown of any treasuré 
found in or around the manor in the future, 
indicates that he, as well as former Dukes 
of Northumberland, has discovered at vari- 
ous times quantities of rich treasure at Cor 
bridge, which he is determined to retain. 

As the law stands now there is no doubt 
whatsoever that the case will go against the 
Duke of Northumberland, and that, no mat- 
ter how much he may be ready to’sacrifice 
the recent find of valuable Roman coins, 
seventeen and eighteen hundred years of age, 
he will be in due course compelled to sur- 
render the other treasures which he and his 
forbears have recovered from the manor of 
Corbridge. 

~o- 

It is known that the 1,000 year old Alnwick 
castle, Which is, with the exception of Wind- 
sor, far and away the biggest residentfal 
castle of ancient times in Great Britain, is 
filled from ceHar to garret with the most 
wonderful art treasures which are outside 
the ken of the ordinary art expert and re- 
maln beyond the sight of strangers. 

There has always been a certain amount of 
mystety as to the reason which caused the 
Dukes of Nocthumberland to refrain from 
following the example of other owners of 
historic homes in allowing the public, and, 
if not. the public, at any rate reputable and 
duly accredited visitors, the privilege of in- 
epecting the treasures of Alnwick castle. 

Many have ascribed it to that spirit of ex- 
clusivenese which distinguishes the present 
duke and duchess, as it did their immediate

duty bound, turned over the entire hoard to 
Lord Pembroke, who suitably rewarded the 
man, and then, in accordance with the re- 
quirements of the law of treasure trove, sent 
the entire collection to the treasury. 

This department, as is customary, submit- 
tel the collection to the British Museum au- 
thorities, who retained all the rings and 
thirty-six of the tarest coins for that world 
famed national institution. 

Subsequently Lord Pembroke wrote to the 
treasury, requesting that the remainder of 
the coins be returned to him with the object 
of enabling him to divide them between the 
municipal and county museum,at Salisbury 
and his own collection of art and archeolog- 
ical treasures in Wilton house. 

The treasury, however, replied that the 
coins could not be returned, but that he would 
be permitted to purchase them from the 
treasury at a cost of several hundred pounds 
sterling. 

This Lord Pembroke dechined to do. There- 
upon the treasury caused the coins to be 
made up into lots and to be sold at auction, 
turning the money into the national ex- 
chequer. 


— 

It is the arbitrariness thus displayed by the 
treasury that renders people in Great Britain 
and Ireland so relatively indifferent to the 
possibility of treasure being concealed in 
their ancient castles and manor housés or.on 
their lands, and so reluctant to spend any 
money in exploring for its recovery, They 
realize that if their efforts are crowned with 
success, they will derive no advantage there- 
m, since whatever is found will belong 


theoretically to the sovereign—in reality to 


the national treasury. 

Hidden property, after a certain lapse of 
timé, becomes, when found, treasure trove, 
The rights of ownership of the legal heirs 
of the person to whom the objects originally 
belonged are extinguished, and, as treasure 
trove the objects belong to the crown. 

In olden times, and, in fact, until well on 
into the nineteenth century. people were led 
by the troubled conditions of the age, the 
insecurity of property, of life, and of bank- 
ing institutions, to bury and otherwise con- 
ceal their money, their most precious jewels, ’ 
their plate, and their other valuables. Often 
they died or were killed, without having 
time to reveal the hiding place to their heirs 

Occasionally generations elapsed before 
the valuables thus concealed could be found 
again by the heirs, and by that time they 
had become treasure trove, the property of 
the state, and the concealment of its re- 
covery and failure to turn it over in its en- 
tirety to the treasury constitutes an offense 
punishable by confiscation, heavy fine, and 
even severe imprisonment, as a fraud at the 
expense of the crown. These are the penal- 
ties to which the Duke of Northumberland 
may be said to have exposed himself by his 
virtual admission that he has at Alnwick 
castle much treasure trove in his possession 
. of which no notice has ever been given to the 


predecessors in the ownership of Alnwick. national treasury. 


It would now seem as if there were some 
truth in another story current to the effect 
that if the duke is not willing to permit 


strangers, or the public, to have access at 


any time to the interior of Alnwick castle, 
it is because he fears that attention would 
be attracted to the many treasures of one 
kind and another which have been found 
in and around Almwick, and also elsewhere 
on the estates of the n of Percy in the 
north. 

The treasury is arbitrary 8 such mat- 
ters, and there is no doubt that, inasmuch 
as the duke has virtually admitted in con- 
nection with the present lawsuit, that he 
has in his possession much treasure trove 
from Corbridge manor and elsewhere he will

Hog receipts at Chicago yesterday were 
estimated at up to 70,000 head, or at more 
than on any day in over a year. The trade 
received additional bearish influence from 
the government report, which made the num- 
ber of swine on the farms of the United States 
én Jan. 1, 1012 total 66,410. head, against 
65,620,000 head a year ago, a decrease of 210, 
000 head, wherea much Garger falling off had 
been expected, 

Business was transacted at a decline of 5@100 
and the market chosed fully 10% lower than on last 
Saturday, with the price for the day off 
80 to $6.16. A top of $6.35 was paid by shippers, 
who bought 13.000 hogs. Packers made generous 
purchagps, their Groves aggregating 52,800 head. 

Cattle trade was sluggish, but limited receipts 
of prime heavy beeves enabled holders to get Arm 
to 100 higher prices for a few odd loads suitable for 
eastern trade The government report made the 
number of cattle. other than milch cows, on the 
farms 87,260,000 head, against 89,670.000 head a 
year ago. This was about as the trade expected 
and had little influence on the market. 

Sheep and lambs sold at a decline of 10@15e, and 
the latter topped at $6.75. Excessive recel, ts 
were responsible for the break and the market 
close? in a congested condition. The number of 
sheep and lambs on the farms Jan. 1, according to 
the government report, wes 62,362,000 head, 
against 56,623,000 head a year ago.
